Nout LONpON.—Our readers residing in the North of London are informed that copies of the 
Wish Chronicle ’’ are on sale at the principal stations of the North London Rallwar. 


The addition of a new place of worship to those already existing in the 
metropolis isan event of more than merely localimportance. The diffusion of the 
community has been so rapid, that it is within the memory of those still living 
how strenuously the effort to decentralise the Jews, then principally resident in 
the City, was resisted. Indeed, the action of the Spanish and Portuguese syna- 
gogal authorities in the year 1836 was the chief cause of the Reform, or seces- 
sional movement. The first Synagogue in London was founded, as far as can 
be ascertained, in King Street, Aldgate, in the year 1656, and forty years after. 
wards, in 1702, the Synagogue in Bevis Marks was consecrated. It is a note- 
worthy fact that Queen Anne contributed, to this second structure, one of the 
beams of the ceiling; a singular present, but one evincing Her Majesty's 
tolerant spirit. The migration from East to West has been extremely gradual, 
the first halting-place for the orthodox German congregations having been the 
Western Synagogue in Denmark Street, Strand, founded in 1774, and afterwards 
transferred to St. Alban’s Place, Haymarket, in 1822; there having been also 
the present “Maiden Lane” Synagogue, originally in Brewer Street, Golden 
Square, added about 1815. The Synagogue in Bevis Marks was built by a 
Qaaker gentleman, who returned his profit to the congregation, and similar 
kindly feeling has always been evinced by our non-Jewish fellow-countrymen 
on like occasions. In the instance of the Liverpool Synagogue this liberality 
was largely shown, and donations from non-Jews were included in the Building 
Fund of the East London Synagogue, nor were they wanting in the present 
instance. This is but as it should be, for Jews, when applied to, especially in 
the provinces, have contributed towards the erection of Churches and Chapels, 
Indeed, the fact that Jews had given donations towards building a Church in 
the Bayswater district was taken advantage of, some little time since, by the 
London correspondent of a provincial paper for the purpose of hinting that 
selfish motives had prompted these donations; but the minister of the Church 
referred to, handsomely bore evidence in our columns to the disinterestedness of 
his Jewish neighbours. The Greek community in London, which is somewhat 
similarly situated to our own, has taken like action by removing its church from 
the City ; but its progress has been more sudden and less gradual. The neigh- 
bourly feeling of the congregation whose sumptuous temple is in course of 
erection hard by the New West End Synagogue was evinced by the presence of 
several of its members at the ceremonial of Sunday last. The extension to the 
far West has not Leen unaccompanied by a similar movement in the East, South 
and North of London. In point of fact, our brethren are to oe found in every 


part of the metropolis, and it is gratifying to be able to record that wherever a 


sufficient number are gathered together, the erection of a Synagogue follows as 
a matter of course. And, apart from the merely religious aspect of the question, 
it is found that the opening of each new place of worship brings fresh life to 
the community, by interesting new members in public work and its admin- 
istration, No sight could well have been nore dignified, and no proceedings — 
more impressive than the consecration of this, which is perhaps the most artistic 
and richly decorated, Synagogue in London, It is emphatically a place of 
worship for the well-to-do, and it is but right and proper that those who have the 
means should use them in beautifying the House of God and in maintaining our 
ancient rites and ceremonies with as near an approach to their former grandeur of 
surroundings as it is possible at present to obtain. The one feature of the cere- 
monial which cast a cloud over the general satisfaction was the deeply-regretted 
absence of our revered ecclesiastical chief, to which his son, and worthy follower, 
alluded so feelingly in his admirable address. A thoroughly representative 
gathering was brought together to do honour to the occasion, and the promoters 
of the scheme for the erection of the Synagogue, who have worked hard in the 
face of exceptional difficulties, must have regarded the assembly with feelings 
of ming'ed pride and pleasure. It is anotewortby fact that this congregation is the 
tenth constituent of the United Synagogue, and thus completes the DN vw" NDS, 
as it now forms a “Minyan” of congregations. To our cordial good wishes for 
the prosperity of the New West End Synagogue, we add the hope that its title 
of the “ Western Wall” may not be prophetic, but that the time will not be far 
distant when it will be found too small to accomodate its congregants, and yet 
another Synagogue, even further West, may bear testimony to the religious zeal 
and fervour of our coreligionists,

THE BEDFORD SCHOOLS. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 

Sir,—I have read with much interest and pleasure your remarks on the 
recent action of the governing body of the above Schools,-whereby the broad 
principle of religious equality is fully recognised, and a permanent rule laid down 
which secures to Jewish children all the privileges of exemption from school 
attendance on days held sacred, as asked for in the letter addressed to the Board 
by Mr. Lissack. It should, however, be remembered that although under the 
old scheme of government the Jewish residents in Bedford enjoyed all the 
advantages of the Schools for upwards of thirty years—and this was due to the 
efforts of Mr. Lissack—yet it is only by the resolution unanimously passed at 
the last meeting of the Governors that the right of such exemptions is fully 
recognized and placed on a permanent basis. 

I may perhaps be allowed in this note to say that while | and others appre- 

iate very highly your laudatory reference to our Modern School, it ought to be 
known to your readers that the Grammar School of Bedford—the original 
School of Harpur, the founder—is not less worthy of commendation, and that it 
ranks with the best classical schools of our country. 

I have little doubt that this wise legislation, coupled with the fact that 
schools for girls of the highest class are about to be established on the Harpur 
foundation as directed under the new scheme, will attract Jewish families to our 
town ; and I am quite sure that the ancient race will, as in former times, be 
welcomed to share in all the advantages of our pleasant and well-ordered town.

THE JEWS IN_ RUSSIA. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 

' §rr,—Your correspondent signing himself Michel Achkinasi, proposed to the 
Alliance to buy up 200,000 French hectares of Russian: land, where 10,000 
Jewish families should be settled. The expense, he says, would be 18 millions 
of francs, of which 12 millions should be found by the Alliance for working 
expenses, at the rate of about 1,200 francs per family, He believes that the 
main objection to his scheme is a supposed aversion of the Jews to take up the 
cultivation of the soil. 

I venture to state that your correspondent is mistaken about the real 
difficulties which stand in the way of his proposal. They are of an entirely 
different character. ‘There are two great objections to the scheme. First objec- 
tion: The Alliance on the Continent and the Anglo-Jewish Association in the 
British dominions are philanthropic bodies, and, as such, they have not the 


remotest power, even if they could procure means that are altogether unobtain-. 


-able, to enter upon a speculation, which takes them out of the range of philan- 
thropic undertakings and places them on the forbidden ground of commercial 
enterprise. Philanthropy and commerce are incompatible as partners. Second 
objection: Suppose that, under the auspices of non-Russian philanthropists 
connected with the Alliance or with the Anglo-Jewish Association, a society 


were formed to promote, on a large scale, the colonization of some parts of | 


Russia by intended Jewish peasants, who would protect the shareholders from 
the inevitable loss they would have to sustain? Has your correspondent calcu- 
lated how many years it takes to turn an inexperienced settler into a successful 
farmer? Give to the untrained man all the facilities in the world, and you will 
find that his ignorance renders those faciiities utterly useless. Where would 
sensible Russian Jews be found willing to engage in a pursuit of which they 
cannot possibiy have the remotest practical knowledge? 

_ _Mr. Michel Achkinasi’s scheme must be consigned to the limbo of imprac- 
ticable theories. If he wishes to do good to his countrymen, Jet him begin 
experimenting on a very small scale, Let him try to establish for Jewish youths 
& sinall gag tat school. Let that school be authorised, and, if possible, be 
supported by the Russian Government itself. From such a school might come 
forth Jewish teachers of the art of farming. Were such a school sanctioned by 
the Russian Government, and were it permitted that the Alliance in Paris and 
the Anglo-Jewish Association in London should subvention it, and should help 
to strengthen it by such influences as can be brought to bear for the furtherance 
of its prosperity, then, indeed, might Mr. Michel Achkinasi’s high-minded wishes 
deserve universal appreciation. Is he prepared to stand in the breach, and to 
help in the realisation of any portion of this scheme, in so far as it is 
practicable?

FLOWERS AT JEWISH FUNERALS. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 

Sin,—In the Jewish Chronicle, of the 14th, a Jetter appeared concerning this 
subject. The writer, “A British Jew,” was pleased to call the custom of cover- 
ing the coffin with wreaths and bouquets of flowers an “ idolatrous” one, and 
“jarring on” his “ Jewish (?) feelings.” As “A British Jew” seems to share 
the bliss of ignorance with many others of his so-called orthodox brethren, and 
the subject is of general interest, I deem it necessary to answer the letter of “A 
British Jew.” Permit me, therefore, to state here, that the custom of covering 
coffins with flowers, &c., is not only not an “ idolatrous,” but, on the contrery, a 
good old Jewish one, which was.usual and general in Talmudic and later times. 
For in Talmud Babli, treatise 73°23, fol. 61., we read, NON MD PD? DN, ie, it is 
_ allowed on the second festival days even to cut myrtles to cover therewith the 

coffin, Rashi observes to it: they, ie, yn 
Y1NI52, used to lay myrtles on the coffin in honour of the dead. Compare also 


R. Joseph Caro (1488-1575), the compiler of the y’t’, who in 129n ‘D M’N speaks 


‘the past year, is very striking. 


of this custom as an established one. In Talmud Babli, treatise M73. fol. 371. 
the same custom is mentioned, on which Rashi again comments: M3793 Po YA 
moon oyowm. In “ Berachoth,” fol. 531, even “torches” are mentioned, which 
were carried in honour of the dead, M54 133553. This much may suffice to 
satisfy even such an orthodox inquirer as your correspondent pretends to be. 
But even if this custom were not so truly Jewish, feeling and decency 
are such great and impertant laws written indelibly in the heart of a really 
Reformed Jew, as to justify any means (even “polished oak coffins”) which by 
this last service may show the love and respect he entertained for his dearly 
beloved one.

WORKROOMS OF THE JEWISH BOARD OF GUARDIANS. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 

Srir,—The unsatisfactory financial condition of the Workrooms of the Jewish 
Board of Guardians, as shown by the Report just issued, and dwelt upon by the 
President at the Annual Meeting, will justify me in asking you to find space for a 
few words on this subject. 

The smallness of the sum (£467) paid for work done, including material, during 
I believe it is well-known that a large portion of 
that sum represents work furnished by and through the few ladies and gentlemen 
who are upon the special committee. The inference must. force itself upon every- 
body whose attention is directed to the subject, that very little patronage has pro- 
ceeded from the families of the numerous gentlemen who constitute the Board, its 
Honorary Officers, and the various other Committees. The number of thesé gentle- 
men amounts to 80. Consequently, the average amount of patronage furnished by 
or through each, is very minute, especially when the comparatively large portion of 
the £467 which was furnished through the special committee (not incluted in the 
80 as above) is deducted. 

It is to be hoped that in response to the appeal of the President and of the facta. 
during the ensuing year there will be far more support from the community in 
general, also that a better example will be set by the members of the Board and its 
Committees, I would suggest that the good example of the present few patrons 
should be made available to induce others to follow, by enumerating their names in 
the periodical advertisements of material support contributed to the Board. I think 
there can be no valid objection to advertising the names of such supporters without 
stating any amount. 

According to all accounts. the work entrusted to the Board's Workrooms is 


admirably executed, whether elaborate embroidery of monograms, initials, \c., or 


other fancy and plainer needlework. It may fairly be expected that some of the 
gentlemen on the various Commhittees of the Board will be occasionally changing 
the single for the married state, and that on such occasions the preparation of the 
house-linen and the table-linen will be entrusted to the Workrooms. I think it not 
too extravagant to hope that sometimes on such occasions also, a portion of the 
bride’s trousseau may be there prepared. I feel confident that when such an example 
is made known to outsiders it will find many followers. I believe that then not only 
will all idea of closing the Workrooms be abandoned, but they will eventually become 
self supporting, thus enabling numerous women to earn an independent living by 
industry and skilled labour, and rendering successful one of the highest branches of

Would a stranger 
could a stranger. love thoece dear little ones left to the world. with the Same affection 
as the sister of the decease]! ‘Vould che, no. she could not; it is not nature. 
The sister would look upon ih+in as living monuments to the memory of the dear 
one gone ; she would revere them. nay. almost worship them: but supposing there 
be no issne by the marriage. eyen then is not a sister above all persons more fitted to 
replace her dead one! Would she not have the same solicitude, the same care for 
him? Has it not often been the wish of dying sisters, that their husbands should have 
some one to console and care for them. and have not often such offices been entrusted 
te the sister’ Yes. The minds of a few opposers of this question have suggested a 
state of things worthy only of an age when the brute force and passions of the human 
race held entire sway over their moral character.

ANGLO-JEWiIsh ASSOCIATION. —A meeting of the Council of the Anglo- 
Jewish Asscciation was convened for last evening. ‘The following subjects were 
placed on the agenda for the consideration of the meeting: Outrages on Jews 
in Roumania; Correspondence respecting the Jaffa School; Letter from Mr. 
Pines, Agent of the Montefiore Testimonial Committee ; Circular issued by the 
Alliance Israelite concerning Palestine ; Subscriptions to journals in the East ; 
Beyrouth- Girls’ School—application for a subvention to the School in Tunis; 
Vaccination in Morocco; and several recommendations of the Executive Con- 
mittee. 


PHILANTHROPIC SocreTy.—A general court of the governors and subscribers to 
the Philanthropic Society for relieving Distressed Widows was held on Sunday last 
at the Offices of the Board of Guardians: Mr. Jacob Levy, Tréasurer, in the chair. 
A ballot having taken place for the election of two widow pensioners to receive °s. 
weekly for life, Mrs. Etizabeth ‘Hart and Mrs. Julia Levy were declared to be duly 
elected. Mr. D. H. Jacobs moved, in pursuance of previous notice, that in future 
the minimum age of candidates admissible be altered to 60 years, but in consequence 
of the opposition to the proposition expressed by several gentlemen. Mr. Jacobs 
withdrew his motion for the present. The chairman announced the receipt of a 
donation of £20, forwarded by the Rev. M. Keizer, from Mrs, Joseph Moses. The 
meeting terminated with the passing of votes of thanks to the Rev. M. Keizer, the 
Serutineers (Messrs. M. Boas and D, Jacobs) and the chairman. 

JEWISH WORKING MEN’s AND INSTITU’ TE.—An entertainment was given 
at this Club on Saturday evening last, under the direction of Mrs. Maurice Davis.

DENS IN WHITECHAPEL.—At the meeting of the Whitechapel Board of Works 
on Tuesday, Mr. Wrack, sanitary inspector, brought up a report, which stated that 
upon visiting several houses in Goulston Street, Whitechapel, that afternoon, he 
found an extraordinary state of affairs in a back room on the first floor of No. 40. The 
apartment was occupied by a foreigner, his wife, and two children. and also 12 fow!s, 
which were feeding on the floor under the bed; and in a room adjoining, occupied 
by the same person, there were 127 fowls. Last week there were as many 45 
212 fowls kept in the two rooms, The smell arising from this collection of birds 
pervaded the whole house, which is the residence of 20 persons, In the market 
adjoining a large quantity of poultry is dealt in by the colony ef foreigners, and 
these, iu common with all kinds of animal and vegetable food, are usually stored tn 
the rooms where the families reside. The Whitechapel Board issued immediate 
orders for the suppression of the nuisance. 

NEWCASTLE.—The Newcastle-upon-Tyne United Hebrew Congregation, after 4 
long interval, have commenced the erection of the new synagogue and schools 80 
much needed in the district, and the buildings are approaching completion. “The 
utter prostration of the staple industries in this: neighbourhood very serious ¥ 
miltates against toe community raising anything like an adequate amount to mect 
the cost of the buildings, and an earnest appeal has been addressed to all co- 
relozionists for assistance in the undertaking. The corner-stone of the building will 
be laid in a few weeks,

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THE ANGLO-JEWISH ASSOCIATION. 


On Thursday, the 27th ult., the annual meeting of the members of the 
Manchester Brauch of the Anglo-Jewish Association was held in the Jews’ 
Schoolroom, Derby Street, Cheetham. Mr. A. Q. Henriques presided. 


The annual report, as presented by the hon. secretary (Mr. M. 8. Bes), set 
forth that the Branch was ably represented at the Conference held in Paris last 
August at the instance of the Alliance Israélite Universelle, by Mr. M.S. Bles 
and Mr. Ralph S. Moss, and an account of the proceedings was contained in the 
general report of the Association. During the past year £100 had been voted to 
the parent body for the geueral purposes of the Association, and there was now 
a balance of £112 to the credit of the Branch. The committee regretted that 
the receipts for the year had been £10 legs than in the previous twelvemonths, 
but that slight falling off was attributed to the depressed commercial state of 
the district rather than to any want of interest in the great work of promoting 


the welfare of Jewish populations throughout the world, which the Association 
continued to pursue, 


The CHAirMAN said he would make a few observations on the work that the 
Association had been doing, because he had been told that it hai been doing 
nothing and was ina state of collapse. But there was a very ready answer. 
The principal work of the Association, ever since its formation in 1870, when it 
joined the work of the Alliance, had been the foundation and snpjort of 
schools throughout the Ottoman Empire. That had been its chief aim, 
and the war that had taken place during the last two years between 
Russia and Turkey had again disturbed the districts in which the schools were 
situated to such ap extent that a great portion of them had had to be temporarily 
closed. It had not been possible amidst the wrecks that the war had caused to 
re-organise a number of those schools, and many of them, at Shumla and other 
places, remained closed. Therefore the Association had not been called on to 
make any grants of money. towards those establishments, and to that was due, 
in a great measure, the very large balance that remained in the hands of the 
pareut Association in London. That balance had doubtless caused surprise in 
many minds, and certainly might do so unless an adequate explanation were 
given of it. But they had done something in the past year. He might point 
out, in the first place, the conference that was held in Paris, and it had been said 
that that conference was not on the whole an unsuccessful one. All the Euro- 
pean Jewish communities had been represented, and deputies from America, 
whose Jewish inhabitants were destined to exercise a most powerful influence on 
the affairs of their brethren also attended. Ie might remind them how very 
rapidly the Jewish population of America was increasing, being now, he thought, 
The meeting of that cen- 
ference in Paris had had one great result—it had rendered possible a work that 
was about to be undertaken, and which was scarcely yet made public. It was 
to be called L’wuvre de Palestine, and would cousist ef an international society 
which would attempt tle undertaking of putting the state of the Jewish popula- 
tion on a more satisfactory basis. (llear, hear). Tuey would be glad to hear 
that, in the opinion of those best qualified to judge, with the means they would 
bring to their assistance by an interchange of international influence, they would 
really and seriously be able to effect some amelioration of the state of Palestine. 
In the first place, they-would endeavour to put a stop eventually. to what was 
known to every Jewish person as the “ flow of charity ” towards the Holy Land. 
Every person born within the Holy Land was entitled to a share of the alms 
sent there from the various parts of Europe and America from time to time. 
The great bulk of that money went from Poland anj Holland, and the total was 
far larger than they would like to acknowledge. They believed that system 
would be in a great measure stopped, and iu that case they would also stop the 
vagrancy and beggary that existed in the Holy Land. (Applanse.) That being 
done, there would remain for them the work of founding schools. From the 
beggars that were now in the Holy Land they could expect nothing ; from their 
children everything might be hoped. (Hear, hear.) He thought it could be 
conclusively shown that their Association was still energetic and merited from 


the large Jewish population of Manchester a full countenance and a liberal and 
enlightened support. (Applause.) 


The motion was seconded by Mr. W. Simons, and agreed to. 


The meeting having been addressed by several members of the Branch, it 
was unanimourly deterinined that £100, resulting from a year’s contribution 
from the members of the Branch, be devoted to the formation of Scholarships in 
the East, according to a plan to be elaborated by the Council of the Association. 


The Rev. A. Léwy, on being requested to address the meeting, premised 
that he did not come as a delegate of the parent body. He came siinply as a 
visitor, who takes a dcep interest in the advancement of brother Jews. He was 
pleased to find that the representatives of this Branch were anxious to do their 
ulmost in aiding Jewish education. The sympathy which was felt in the 
training of the untaught reacted on the benefactors themselves. Hence it 
became a matter of public utility and charity, to invite the old and the young in 
every Jewish home to promote the diffusion of education, not solely in the 
district where they reside, but also in distant countries where Jews stood in 
need of being provided with thie necessary help in education. He would remind 
his hearers that the term education must not be mistaken for that important 
section of it, “religious and secular instruction.” Whilst every provision 
must be made for the teaching of the young, whilst spacious schoolhouses must 
be found, competent teachers supplied, appropriate schoolbooks prepared and 
provided, it became necessary that the young should be under sound influences, 
even before and after they left school. Tsus, for example, it became a matter 
for serious attention to spread in the East a proper knowledge concerning 
the conditions under which health is maintained. The Anglo-Jewish Associa- 
tion, taking a wide view of the education of the people, has, therefore, included 
in the programme of its labeurs a large variety of work tending te benefit the 
poorer classes of the community. The labours ef the Anglo-Jewieh Association, 
manifold as they are, become practicable in consequence of the thousands and 
tens of thoueands of Jewish members abread, who co-operate with the Jews in 
the British dominions in the great work of elevating their brethren. 

Mr. B. L. Beas, of Liverpool, addressed the meeting in a most able speech. 

The several hon. officers for the ensuing year were then elected, and thanks 
were passed to the Chairman and the Committee.

On the motiou of the CuiAIRMAN.a vote of condolence was unanimously passed 
to Mr. N.S. Joseph. a member of the Council and Chairman of the Visitation Com- 
mittee, on the death of his wife. 

The CHAIRMAN formally announced to the Council that the New West End 
Synagogue had been consecrated on Sunday last. He remarked that those who had 
the pleasure of being present on that occasion, must have been deeply gratified at 
Witnessing one of the most interesting ceremonies that had taken place for many 
years in the London Jewish community. He was sure that every member of the 
Council would join with him in wishing every prosperity to the congregation thus 
inaugurated. 

Dr. ASHER, the Secretary, real a letter received from the Spanish and Portn- 
guese Congregation. acknowledging a vote of condolence passed by the Council on 
the death of the late lamented Dr. Artom. A letter was also read from Mrs. Peartree, 
acknowledging a vote of condolence on the death of her husband. 

Several matters of detail. and of no general interest, connected with the Hambro, 
New West End, and St. John’s Wood Synagogues were considered, 

A letter was read from the Israelite Marriage Portion Society, soliciting a reduc- 
tion of the usual wedding fees in the instance of couples elected to receive the bounty 
of the charity. The Secretary was directed to call the attention of the writer of the 
letter to the circumstance that greatly reduced fees are charged at the marriages 
solemnised in the “minor” synagogues. : 


A report of the Finance Committee, in connection with wedding fees at th 
Hambro Synagogue, was then considered, and, after some discussion, it was res 
that the subject should be remitted to the Executive Committee. 

The meeting was then concluded. 


BAYSWATER SYNAGOGUE.—On Sabbath last the Rev. 8. Singer delivered a sermon 
at the Bayswater Synagogue. The preacher took his text from Isaiah liv. 23, “ Enlarge 
the place of thy tent, and let them stretch forth the curtains of thy tabernacles 
epare not, lengthen the cords and strenethen the stakes. For tothe rich? and the lef 
Thou shalt spread forth.” He said in the life of congregations as of individuals there 
were certain inevitable periods of separation. If events progressed in their natural 
order the time must come when those who had long been members of one hous hold 
must part, or when the tabernacle of the congregation became too smal! for all who 
claimed admission there, and the growing family of Israel had to se 
a sacred habitation. Those whom the preacher was addressing wereonthceveof such a 
change. There were among them many who could remember when the synagogue in 
which they were assembled existed only in men’s wishes ; yet in less time than it had 
taken one of their children to reach maturity another congregation had grown out of 
that one, and as if in response to the exhortation “ Enlarge the place of thy tent,” 
they were on the morrow about to consecrate a new synagogue to the worship of the 
God of Israel. What were the sentiments appropriate to’such an occasion There 
was surely abundant cause for fervent congratulation and thankfulness.~: It was not 
only because they had a sign of the increase in the numbers. influence and resources 
of the community, but because they had a proof that there existed a craving fi 
something nobler than mere worldly success. It would have been acting little like 
Israelites if, while the Lord helped His people to build their houses. they had negliecte ! 
to build His, or even if, while they were dwelling in habitations of cedar. they uf- 
fered the ark of God to abide under curtains. Then there were more particular CAUSES 
for satisfaction-and gratitude. ‘The child who quits his-father’s house leaves an empty 
place behind him, and it might be long before those who remain became reconciled 
to the sight of the vacant seat. No such trying experience would be theirs : for every 
child of Israel that left that synagogue another was prepared to take his place. So 
might it always be! Whenever any of their brethren quitted one of the tabernacles 
of the Lord because the place was too small for them, might their absence never affect 
the glory of God's house, or the number of His faithful children, or the purity and the 
fervour of the worship offered Him! The synagogue about to commence its holy 
work on the morrow was not so much a new tabernacle as an enlargement of the 
tent of Jacob,” to which the congregation the preacher was addressing themselves 
belonged. The feeling of kinship between them should therefore never be allow d to 
relax. Ought not the same cords to unite them—cords of love to their common faith ; 
the same principles to give them stability! Would they not worship the same God, 
pray in the same language, breathe the same hopes, strive for the same ends! It was 
sometimes thought and felt—though by none but men with shallow mind« and 
corrupt hearts—that whatever was added to another's happiness and success must be 
so much taken from our own. In Religion this sentiment was epecially inexcus- 
able. There what was the gain of one must be the gain of all. The Law hart been 
compared by the sages to light. The taper that kindiei a thousand flames did not 
lessen its own brilliancy. In the history of the inspired brothers, through whom the 
deliverance of Israel from Egypt was effected, nothing was more sublime than the 
self-renunciation of Aaron, the manner in which the elder yielded the first place to 
the younger and delighted in the greatness’ and usefulness of his br ther. With 
similar feetings might these two congregations regard each oth r. Each ¢ ngage d in 
the same sacred task. what was there left but to rejoice in each others useluiness, to 
promote each other's glory—to share each other's reward

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PASSOVER. 


Maxy more than three thousand years have come and gone since the 
Exodus, and still the Passover lives. The world has seen mighty changes 
during that vast interval, and save, perhaps, human nature which is the 
same “yesterday, to-day and for ever,” all things have felt the corroding 
power of Time. But the national sentiment is yet a living force in Judaism, 
and year after year the Jew calls up the dead triumphs of the hoary 
Past and bids them add a momentary grace to the Present, so stern, so 
prosaic, so utterly different in its every phase. It is this constant mingling 
of the old with the new, this perpetual conning of a pathetic and a glorious 
story ina sordid but not an unsympathetic age, this loving recognition of 
truths which, though they are eloquent of antiquity, are deathless, which 


makes Judaism strong. Let the Past cease to have its sanctity for IsrarL, 


let the spell by which hitherto it has been all-powerful to kindle the most 
pious emotions in his heart be brokev, and the decadence of his religion will 
have begun. But the Passover, the chief of his historic institutions, still 
retains its hold upon his affection and his veneration. Again. the great 
Feast will be celebrated with the same religious fervour that marked its 
observance in bygone times; but the area of its celebration will be wider 
than ever. Not alone in Palestine and in Egypt, where every place becomes 
a fitting background to the observance, not only in Germany or France or 
Spain or this England of ours, with all of which memories of long past 
joys and sorrows felt by Iskaen are bound up, but in new lands which have 
no story, in the thriving settlements of the Antipodes and in the wilds of 
South Africa—a name so full of solemn import now to English ears —will the 
old ceremonies be repeated and the still older emotions live again. Once 
more the Jew will lift himself out of the cares and interests of this 
- nineteenth century, and swiftly flying back on the wings of imagination to 
the scenes and the era of his forefathers’ servitude and redemption, give to 
the one a tear, for the other feel as deep a thrill of joy as though ‘he 
himself had gone forth from Egypt.” Once more, too, the poetic rites 
of the Seder-night will breathe their lessons to many a heart, and once more 
the scattered members of each Jewish family will gather under one roof to 
pour forth their praise together, to find their fervour deepened by their joy in 
each other’s presence, and to typify by their union that erection of Iskar.’s 
enslaved tribes into a compact and free people which is the chief idea com- 
memorated by the least. 

For not the least powerful of the causes which have made the Passover 
So vigorous an institution is the importance of the truths it enshrines. And 
of these one stands out more prominently than the rest; for it is intimately 
bound up with the great Fact of Issar.’s Redemption. : 
to be seen the most ancient as it is the most eloquent tribute to the holiness 
of Liberty that has ever been paid by any religion. If in the visitations 
which overtook the oppressor Puaraon, the Supreme visibly branded with 
His indignation the sin of slavery, in His deliverance of Isrart from the 
taskmasters of Egypt He set the seal of sanctity upon the principle of 
Freedom for all time. The Passover is well deserving of Jewish reverence 
even in this age, seeing that its institution was the expression of this truth. 
Nay, the older the Festival becomes, the more startling the contrast between 
the time of which it speaks and the age in which it is observed, the stronger 
becomes its claim upon Israx.’s allegiance, since every year makes the pro- 
mulgation of such a truth at so distant an epoch a still greater marvel. 
The interference of Heaven on behalf of an oppressed people and their 
redemption by the Divine Hand from the cruel slavery that crushed them 
body and soul, are events which no other sacred book of antiquity has 
recorded, The central idea of the Exodus’is unique, and, like all truths is 
imperishable. ‘That Moszs who boldly demanded his people’s freedom from 
the tyrant on his throne is to be regarded as the Witserrogce, not of any 
modern era, but of an age so distant that the mind fails to grasp its remote-

ness, is one of the most remarkable facts which the Pentateuch suggests to 
thoughtful minds. To his many-sided character of religious instructor and 
legislator must be added yet another phase—that of the first apostle of 
Liberty, Teacher, as he was, of the purest theological truth and the most 
exalted morality, author of an enlightened jurispradence and wise sanitary 
enactments, he is no less great as the Emancipator. That liberty is the 
inalienable right of every human being, is a truth that was first taught to the 
world by the greatest of Israelites when he insisted npon the removal of the 
fetters that galled and degraded his brethren. The trath is a glorious one, 
but no less precious is that conception of the Exodus which suggests it. It 
is a conception which deserves to live, for it binds the Jew by the strongest 
tie of respect and admiration to his people’s Past. And live it will while 
the Passover survives. | | 
Nor is this the only aspect in which the episodes commemorated by 
the Festival present themselves to the reflective mind, If the wondrous 
Redemption of Israri from Egyptian bondage is unique in endowing the 
great principle of Liberty with a religious character, it is matchless, too, as 
raising the idea of nationality above the domain of merely political affairs 
into the loftier region of sacred things. The Exodus did more than set free 
a horde of serfs. It elevated them at once to the dignity and the responsi- 
bilities of a people. In this respect again it has no parallel in history. 
There is no other instance of an enslaved race acquiring the attributes of 
nationality simultaneously with the attainment of its independence. Never 
again were the enforced labours of the “ house of bondage” to be exchanged 
straightway for the joys of self-government; and never again was a people 
to be born in a single day, The marvellous character of the episode itself 
bespeaks the operation of a force bigher and mightier than that of natural 
law. And the divine interposition which wrought the startling revolution 
at once marked the great event of a people’s birth with the impress of 
solemnity. That the Supreme Ilimself should have taken one nation from 
‘the midst of another, that by His mere fiat’ He should have evolved from 


had sprung from the great primeval void, nay, that He should Himself 
have laid down laws to guide and control the emancipated race—all this 
showed how responsible and sacred a trust is given to a people with its 
nationality. Henceforth to every nation a higher dignity was imparted, a 
loftier standard of conduct displayed. To each the state of being free and 
the power to rule itself was exhibited as a glorious thing; but each, too, was 


justice and religion their foundation. If the Revelation at Sinai taught the 
individual his duty and foreshadowed to him the splendour with which he 
might crown his life, the Exodus from Egypt taught that nations have their 
obligations as well as individuals, and that while it is righteousness alone 
that can exalt them, their only real shame can spring from iniquity. And 
this truth which it has taken men so long to learn and which, even now, but 
few of them have taken properly to heart was revealed in both the events 
which are recalled by the Passover. It was revealed in the liberation of

A people’s Freedom and a people’s Birth—these, then, are two of the 
chief ideas which the Festival enshrines. And thus there is a marvellous 
likeness between the lessons of the Feast and the aspects of the season in 
which it is placed. Freedom is the legend of the spring-tide. It is breathed by 
thesun-light that now escapes from the imprisoning clouds and makes all nature 
smile with it insympathy at its liberation. Liberty is the chaunt of the babbling 


—the message of bud and blossom that start from tree and shrub to meet the sun. 
And Birth—the Beginning of Life—the dawn of strength and beauty which 
has yet to deepen into the still more glorious noon-tide—this, too, is one of the 
utterances to which the season gives voice. The corn springs from the 
womb of the earth, verdant and tender; but the full measure of its loveliness 
has yet to be shown forth in the autumn glow which shall find it fall and 
strong and decked with gold. The leaflets hang in frail clusters from many 
a bough; but they are no more than the heralds of the rosy fruit which they 
are to shade from the burning glare. And so Nature has its tale to tell of 
infancy, as though it were an echo of that story of Isragv’s birth which the 
Festival whispers to us. Bat it is a tale, too, of Promise and of Hope 
rather than of actual Fulfilment and Fruition. And again the Feast and 
the Season are at one in the ideas they suggest. The Passover speaks as 


eloquently of coming glories as of past joys. Hope is the lesson it preaches 
as well as those that are bound up with the idea of Liberty and the creation 
of a People. 

For from the Past the Jew is bidden by tradition and by the aspirations 
of his prayer-book to turn on this Festival to the Fature, and with the eye 
of Faith to discern glories awaiting his race, such as have never yet been

ROUMANIA. 


CONFLICT AT THE FUNERAL OF A CHIEF RABBI IN JASSY. 
[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. |] 
JASSY, 25TH MARCH, 1879. 

At a time when Roumania is more than ever dependent on the goodwill of 
Europe, when ignorance, superstition, and prejudices of all kinds have made 
room for progress, science and humanity, when national sentiment and national 
aims have developed to their fullest extent, when persecution on account of 
religion has ceased in wearly all parts of the world, when the civilising current, 
breaking down all ramparts before it, has forced its way through almost every 
country, and when every one and all are striving to go forward and keep pace 
with the epirit of the present century, Roumania has once more been guilty of 
barbarity and savagery, which remind one of the darkest time of the middle ages, 
On Friday last, the spiritual chief of the local Jewish community, Rabbi Isaic 
Schorr, died at the patriarchal age of 105 years. Sabbath-day intervening, and 
as, besides, according to Roumanian law a dead body cannot be buried 
before the third day, the funeral was fixed for Sunday. On the third day, 
at nine o'clock, a large crowd, about 10,000 people, gathered in and around the 
street where the deceased lay, in order to pay a last tribute of respect to the 
departed, who stood in high esteem with our community on account of his 
At ten o'clock, the funeral procession moved towards the 
(ireat Synagogue, where, according to Jewish rite, some appropriate prayers and 
Psalms were read. Thence the procession proceeded to the Jewish ceinetery, 
which is situated outside the town, in order to convey the body to its last 
resting-place. ‘lhe procession had hardly reached half way, not far from the 
Jewish hospital of this city, when a scandalous scene, of a moat outrageous 
nature, took place. Tie wife of a priest, with some few of her servants, armed 
with sticks and other implements, dealt heavy blows to some of the Jews who 
were Within their reach, and threw, in addition, wad and stones on the coffin 
wherein the body of the Chief Rabbi lay. This violaiion of ove of the most 
eacred of human rights, exasperated the crowd of mourners so much, that, 
naturally, a conflict ensued !etween them and the priesi’s wife, who, to confess 
the truth, did not come oat of the hands of the Jews unhurt. This wes the 
signal for general alarm. Some thirty Jews were arrested, while the funeral 
procession, in great confusion, hastened to the cemetery. The names of the 
arrested are: ldel Hobsmann, Elias Schrager, Herscu Hermann, Selig Rosenblum, 
Nusim Bauer, Froun Urlean, Tancu Marcovici, Tancu Mark Goldenberg, Luzer 
Linder, Hercu Lupu, Joseph Herowitz and Smil Schwarz. I will endeavour to 
ascertain the names of the remainder. It is remarkable, indeed, that only three 
olicemen accompanied the whole procession. To-day the thirty arrested Jews 
aa been transferred to the Siate Penitentiary under a strong escort of afty 
gens Carme with unsheathed vayonets. Had these fifty gens d'arme accompanied 
the multitude to the cemetery, never would this scandal have taken place. 
Immediately after the occurrence, the Prefect of this town telegraphed to 
Bucharest to the Minister of Justice, to inform him of the facts. In reply, the 

Minister has sent a delegate to assist the inquiry which has been instituted. 
That this disgraceful scene at the funeral was prepared beforeband with the 
cognizance of the police, in order to excite popular ill-will against the Jews, is 
proved by the fact that on Friday last, on the day of the demise of ‘tLe venerable 


Rabbi, some policewen, no doubt by order of their superiors, spread in the town 


the news that a revolution might break out, at any mowent, should the Jewish 
questiov, which was last week debated in the Roumauian Chambers. be solved in 
a manner satisfactory to the Jews, ; 

The local newspapers which appear to-day, relating and commenting on the 
occurrence, ieave nothing to be desired as regards vehemence of language 
against the Jews. They endeavour to excite the fanaticiem of the Christian 
population to the utmost. The hour being advanced, I will furnish you with 
soine further details to-morrow, as well as some extracts of the local newspapers 
on this lamentable affair. | 

P.S.—Allow me to add that while the Jews are imprisoned, the priest's wife 
and her servaits enjoy full liverty. Some Roumanian people have spread to- 
day the news that the priest’s wife has succumbed to the effects of the ill-treat- 
ment, in order thus to stir the excitewent against us, which is already at its 
highest piteh. As you see, our position is momentarily endangered. 


_ The Central Committee of the Alliance Isra¢lite Universelle of Paris has received 
the following information : A Jew from Jassy, accompanied by three other Israelites, 
went a short time ago to Bucharest. There he had two interviews with M. Hasuash, 
Vice-President of the Chamber of Deputies, and a notorious enemy of the Jews, on 
the issue to be given tothe Jewish question.

That the Jews in Roumania are not yet safe from persecution and outrage, ma 
be inferred from the following account of rome recent proceedings in the district of 
Roman. In the village of Diminesci, a captain of the reserves, named Nicolai 
Parcolof, delivered to his men a seditious address against the Jews, He said: “The 
Jews poison our drink, enrich themselves at our expense, and now they ask to 
become our equals, If they obtain their desire, we are lost. Let us, therefore, take 
up our arms in order to exterminate them, so that not a single one be left to enjoy 
the liberties which are about to be given to them, I will put myself at your head: 
the government far from punishing you, will thank and reward you.” He then 
went to neighbouring places and delivered speeches of a similar tenour, On the 
19th of February, he came to the small village of Baninesci, where there lived only 
one Jew. The captain repaired to this man’s house and striking him with his 


sword, inflicted several wounds on the poor Jew's body. The Jews of Roman 


complained to the local authorities, who summoned the captain to appear before 
them, but he refused to obey the summons. The Minister of the Interior at Bucharest 
has appointed a Commission to inquire into the affair, 

A further instance of the hatred entertained towards the Jews by the Roumanian 
people has been displayed at Bacau, in Moldavia, where, owing to the strong feelings 
and protestations of the corps of professors at the Gymnasium In Bacau, the Minister 
of Education has been induced to revoke the appointment of M. Torciner, a young 


and highly competent native Jew, as Professor of the Roumanian Language at the 
Gymnasium. 


The Berlin correspondent of the Juily News telegraphed on Tuesday night : One 
of the Powers has recently addressed remonstrances to Roumania in regard to the 
Jewish Question, It is probably France or Italy. It certainly is not Germany, as 
has been stated. At the same time, however, the Imperial Government is looking 
anxiously for evidence, not merely that the Emancipation of the Jews will be carried 
out, but even that the Bucharest Cabinet is in earnest in the matter. Up to this 
time only Russia and Austria have recognised Roumanian independence, but the 
other Powers, having less need for.close diplomatic relations, seem resolved to insist 
on the conditions laid down in the Treaty of Berlin. 


RUSSIA. 


In the year 1872, a Commission for the Examination of Jewish Affairs was 
appointed by the Minister of the Interior. Two members of this Commission, 
Privy Councillors Mjatchkoff and Terner, were charged to draw up a scheme of 
rigt.tato be accorded to the Jews. The scheme was submitted to the Commission 
in January, 1873. Last year the Comujission was occupied with that portion of 
the project which had reference to the righis to be granted to Jewe who had 
frequented the Schools for Superior Instruction. The Commission unanimously 
voted that all Jews in this category should be placed on the same footing as 
Christians, should be admitted to public functions, should be permitted to reside 
in every one of the governments, and to inscribe themselves on the registers of 
the community in which they desire to settle. Tae scheme contains the follow- 
ing points :— 

1. Jews who shall have completed their course of studies in certain superior 
schools (which are named in the scheme, and which include the University, the 
Academy of Fine Arts, the Academy of Medicine and Surgery, and the School of 
Architecture in St. Petersburg, and the High Schools in other parts of the Empire), 
shall have the right of being admitted to public functions, and of living in any part 
of Russia. 

2. Those Jews who have completed a course at the Institute of Roads and Com- 
munications will have the same rights, but not that of occupying public posts. ({t 
has probably been found that there are too many Jewish engineers in the country.) 

3. Jews and Jewecses who wish to devote themselves to the study of pharmacy, 
midwifery and surgery, shall have the right-of settling in any part of Russia, but on 
the following conditions: («) they must not be more than 25 years of age; (4) they 
must prove that they actually follow these professions, 

4. Jews who have passed their examinations in the subjects named in the 
previous paragraph, will likewise have the right-of living in any part of the Empire. 


In our impression of the 2Ist ult., we referred to the circumstance 
of eight Jews having been arrested and prosecuted on the charge of having 
stolen a Christian child and murdered it for the purpose of using its blood for 
religious purposes on the Passover. The old story, which was imported into 
Russia from Western Europe, still, unhappily, finds believers, notwithstanding 
the Ukas ot Alexander I, to the effect that no such accusations against the Jews 
should be made, The accused persons in the case referred to, have just been 
tried before the local court at Kutaies (Caucasus), and have been acquitted, 
notwithstanding that there had been some hard swearing on the part of those 
who wished to fix the crime on the innocent Jews. The verdict was received with 
lond cheers by a court crowded both with Jews and Christians. We may add 
that the Jewish congregation at Satchkery numbers some 400 souls, and that it, 


hae been established there for 550 years without having previously been 
molested. 


DisTRiBUTION OF Motsos To Tux Poor.--Tie annual distribution of motsos 
to the Jewish poor, under the direction of the Overseers’ Committee of the 
United Synagogue, was made at the Great Synagogue Chambers on Wednesday 
last, the proceedings commencing at 8 am., and terininating shortly after 6 in 
the evening. During this period meotsos were distributed to upwards of 2,500 
heads of families, Notwithstanding the great crowd of persons who attended 
at the synagogue, the distribution passed off with the most perfect order, under 
the eble superintendence of the Rev. M. Keizer, Secretary of the Great Synagogue, 


and Messrs. Noah Davis and Maurice Hart, Overseers of the Poor of the United 
Synagogue. 


JEWS AND THE Lorp’s Day Act.—On Monday, at Hull, the stipendiary 
magistrate had before him a singular case. A Jew was summoned under the above 
Act, which was passed in the time of Charles II., for working on Sanday. It appeared 
that his next door neighbour had complained to the police about the annoyance he 
suffered through the defendant, who is a tailor, using his sewing machine on Sundays, 
and as the defendant refused to discontinue working, he was now summoned. 
Defendant maintained that under the Workshops’ Act he could work if he chose, if 
he kept his own Sabb:th. The magistrate decided that defendant had broken the 
law, as his work was “not necessary or for a charitable purpose.” He ordered the 
defendant to pay the costs. The value hitherto attached to the exemptions in the 
Factory Acts in favour of Jews is considerably diminished by this decision, which 15 
well worth the attention of the Board of Deputies. |

CONSECRATION OF THE NEW WEST END. 
SYNAGOGUE. 


The new West End Synagogue, St. Petersburgh Place, Bayswater—of 
which we gave a full description last week—was solemnly consecrated on 
Sunday last. Owing to indisposition, the Chief Rabbi was unable to attend the 
ceremony. In his absence, the Rev. A. L. Green headed the inaugural procession, 
and the Dedicatory Sermon was preached by the Rev. Dr. Hermann Adler. A 
most impressive service, attended by a large assemblage of male and female 
worshippers, celebrated the opening of tho new house of prayer, 


Panctually to the hour fixed, three o'clock, a procession of gentlemen 
carrying Scrolis of the Law was formed in the vestibule. The procession con- 
sisted of the following : the Rey. A. L. Green, Minister of the Central Syna- 

ogue; the Rev. Dr. Hermann Adler, Minister of the Bayswater Synagogue; the 
Ber, the Chief Rabbi of Mogador, Chevalier Joseph de Elmaleh; the Rev. B. 
Spiers, Dayan; the Rev. S. Singer, Minister of the New West End Synagogue ; 
Rev. J. Piperno, Mivister of the Spanish and Portuguese Synagogue, Bryanstone 
Street ; Mr. Sampson Lucas, President of the United Synagogue; Mr. Lionel L. 
Cohen, Vice-President of the United Synagogue ; Sir Barrow HH. Ellis, K.C.S.1., 
Mr. Samuel Montagu and Mr. Ellis A. Franklin, members of the Provisional 
Committee of the Synagogue; Mr. Assur H. Moses and Mr, James L. Hart, 
Treasurers ; Mr. Louis Davidson, Warden of the Layswater Synagogue ; Mr. M. 
Castello, Warden of the Spanish and Portuguese Synagogue ; Mr. L. Schloss, 
Warden of the West London Synagogue-of British Jews, Berkeley Street; Mr. 
N. 8 Joseph, one of the architects of the building; Mr. F. D. Mocatta, Me. 
Samuel Moses, Mr. D. Benjamin, and Dr. A. Asher, the Secretary of the United 
Synagogue. 

The doors of the Synagogue were opened as the Rev. A. L. Green exclaimed 
in Hebrew (Psalm cxviii. 19) “ Open unto me the gates of righteousness; I will 
enter them, and praise the Lord.” Thereupon the procession entered the sacred 
edifice, and the Rev. M. Haines, the Reader of the Synagogue, chanted the 
verses 

How goodly are thy tents, O Jacob! thy tabernacles, O Isracl! 

O Lord! I have ever loved the habitation of thy house, and the dwelling-place of thy glory. 

We will come into thy tabernacles, and worship at thy footstool. 3 
The procession then passed up the Synagogue, and during its progress towarda 
the Ark the choir sang the verses commencing 837 71723 (Psalms exviii, 26-29) 
The procession then passed round the Synagogue seven times. During the cir- 
cuits the following Psalms were sung by the Reader an! choir: Psalms xxx., 
XXIX., CXXVIi, C., CXVil. Xlili, xxiv. ‘The ADD (canopy), which formed a con- 
spicuous feature during the circnits at the Consecration of the Central Synagogue, 
was dispensed with on this occasion, ' 

Just previously to the choir chanting the concleding verses of Psalm xxiv., 
Mr. Leopold de Rothschild (who laid the foundation-stone of the Synagogue 
two years ago), accompanied by Mr. I*. M. Halford, the Hon. See., proceeded to 
open the Ark and placed therein the Scrolls of the Law. An imposing fore- 
ground to the noble proportions and architectural beanty of the Ark was 
pone as the gevtlemen who bore the Scrolls of the Law ranged themselves 

a front of this artistically designed receptacte of the sacred manuscripis. The 
variously coloured mantles aud the gold and silver ornaments of the Scroll 
momentarily heightened the Eastern eflect of the scene. Lt could here be noticed 
how prudent had been, from an wsthetic point of view, these who had departed 
from the custum of having:‘a curtain in front of the Ark. The meretricious 
designs which many of these curtains display, may have suggested this departure 
from usage, to which sanction is given by the fact that such curtains are absent 
in Synagogues of the Sephardic community, as well as ia the Chatham Syna- 
gogue and several orthodox “German” Synagogues on the Centinent. 

The usual Afternoon Service was then said, at the conélusion of which the 
Perpetual Lamp was lighted by Mr. Louis Goldberg, who had presented it to 
the Congregation. The Lamp was manufactured by Messrs. Elkington of Bir- 
mingham, and is a splendid specimen of the work with which the name of this 
firm bas become identified, and for which it is now universally celebrated. 

The Rev. Dr. Hegmany Aner then entered the pulpit in front of the.Ark, 


and, after reciting the 1;;n7y Biessing, delivered the Sermon and Prayer of Con- 
secration as follows :— 


My Dear Brethren,—You will all share the profound regret I feel that ill-health 
prevents the Chief Rabbi this day from being in our midst. and preaching the 
consecration sermon. You will all join me in the prayer that the Healer of all flesh 
may speedily restore him to perfect health and strength. The dut y in his absence 
devolves upon me, at the request of your Committee, to address you at this stage of the 
day's solemn ceremony. I invite your attention to the following words spoken by 
‘Solomon, when he consecrated his Temple at Jerusalem (1. Kings viii. 61): “Let 
your hearts then be perfect with the Lord our God to walk in His statutes and keep 
His commandments as at this day.” The day on which a new synagogue is opened 
marks an epoch in the history of a Jewish congregation. I will not overrate the 
importance of the function which a synagogue has to serve. It:is true we can 
worship the Lord beneath any roof; the simple rites of our faith may be performed 
in the humblest apartment where ten Jews can meet, and wherein a Scroll of the 
Law has been placed. Aye, God hearkeneth to our prayers and cometh to bless us 
though we call upon Him in solitude, if we but call upon Him in truth. Yet a 
Synagogue has always been and wil! ever remain an indispensable condition for 
the preservation of our faith. Within its walls we meet in thickly clustering 
throngs, we offer up our prayers in our ancient hallowed tongue, those prayers 
precious by recollection, cherished by association; we witness the performance of our 
time-honoured ceremonies in unison; we hear the admonitions of the preacher: the 
devotion of each worshipper kindles sympathetically the fervour of his neighbour. 
and we feel that notwithstanding exile and dispersion. loss of Temple and of 
Promised Land; in spite of all diversities of interests that separate us; despite much 
coldness and apathy that, alas, prevail. we still form a religious communion; we are 
united with our brethren in this city. in this country. aye, with our coreligionists 
throughout the world, by the holiest of ties that can bind man to man—a common 
faith. We are inheritors of the same not inglorious past, we are sharers of the same 
grand future. Each new synagogue that is upreared proves that Judaism is not—as 
our adversaries taunt us—a thing of the past, a creed of byegone times, a lifeless 
branch devoid of sap and foliage. No! Each new congregation isa livin g organism 
and the synagogue is its heart, whence and whither the communal life-blood flows. 
We Jews of England have not shown scantier zeal in the cause of public worship 
than our brethren in other lands, We know from the accounts given by the anm@ent 
chroniclers that during the first settlement of our brethren here, houses of prayer 
were erected in every town inhabited by Jews. It is a noteworthy fact that we have 
no tangible relics of the wealth with the possession of which the Hebrews of those 
days were credited, for the Sktaroth can scarcely be regarded in this li geht. We have 
no trace of the houses they inhabited, of the stately halls wherein they taught, not 
even a tombstome to show where their remains were interred. The only substantial 
memorial of those days is the remnant of a magnificent stone-built structure at Bury 
St. Edmund's, which, though now used for other purposes, still retains the name of 


Jacob, cousisting as they did of loving members of one and the same househ id. ei) 
I feel assured there will be nought but kindly. feeling, mutual encouragen ane 
“help between the two neighbouring congregations in this district. betw the 
worshippers in the Old and the New West Lnd Synagogues. 

You are now assembled to assist at the Consecration o nie, 
and it behoves us to reflect upon the real signification of thi Wha 
does it mean: when we speak of consecrating a synavogue Wi vit 
asi the Omuipresent- * Who fills the universe but Whom the universe cannot 
contain’’—to dwell here more than in any other place. We cannot bind the 
Infinite. The purpose of this ceremony can but be to induce us, the worshi pers, 
to feel the presence of God more profoundly in this spot than in any other. In this 
higher and true sense of the word. no rabbi, tio minister can dedicate this House 
more than you can yourselves. It is for you to consecrate it every time you enter it 
by the earnestness, the devotion with which you offer up your supplications. You 


J ews Synagogue, and a bronze bow] deposited in the Bodleian Library, the Hebrew 
inscription of which proves that it was dedicated to synagogue service, probably for 
the use of the Kohanim. And thus also when our brethren were re-admitted to this 
country, their first anxiety was that they should be permitted to meet for public 
worship. When Manasseh ben Israel had been received by the Lord Protector. the 
rumour was widely circulated that he had offered the Council of State the sum of six 
millions to purchase the great Cathedral of the city, so that it might be converted 
into a synagogue. This, of course, was an absurd and malicious invention. But it is 
true that Manasseh in his Petition, even before he prayed that the Jewish nation be 
re-admitted into England, asked that they should be allowed to have public syna- 
gogues. ‘lhese are his words: “ First and foremost, my intention is to try if by God's 
Hand over ine, I may obtain here for my nation the liberty of a free and public 
synagogue, wherein we may daily call upon the Lord our God.” . This may seem a 
somewhat illogical proceeding, but in reality it demonstrated equally the petitioner's 
discretion and piety.

Ere I proceed to invoke the blessing of Heaven upon this H one, thy ——— — 
one practical point to be ailverted io, You.are, no doubt, aware that this day, the — 
of Nissan, is the anniversary of one of the days on which the princes of Israel brought 
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their offerings in honour of the dedication of the Tabernacle of the wilderness. The 
voluntary principle was first called into play at the building of that Sanctuary, and 
it was as successful then as it has proved ever since. The lowest estimate of the 
amount that was then contributed by a comparatively poor people, is not leas than 
£150,000, You, men of Israel. have proved the vivid interest you take in this holy 
work by your liberal offerings, by your spirit and energy. Our sisters, likewise, have 
shown that the example of their wise-hearted mothers of old was not lost upon them. 
The rich embroidery of the vestments of the Scrolls. of the covering of the Reading 
Desk. bear testimony to the zeal which still inspires the women of Israel for the 
adornment of the House of God. But the parallel does not hold good entirely. We 
read not long ago the section W)PD, at the commencement of which an exact balance- 
sheet is given of the receipts and payments for the work of the Tabernacle. Moses, 
our great teacher, was the treasurer, and at his request an auditor was appointed by 
whom the sum of the Tabernacle was counted. And we are told that even ere the 
building was commenced, the people had brought much more than enough for the 
service of the work which the Lord had commanded them to make—a result that has 
not been accomplished in this instance. You have been informed that there is still a 
large deficiency in the Building Fund. Now, surely, it is not meet that the funds of 
your congregation, shonld be burdened with too large a debt. It behoves you to come 
forward on this day of sacred joy, even with more than your ordinary public spirit. 
Now thatthe Temple has been destroyed you are no more called upon to bring 
sacrifices, but from the duty of making sacrifices you are not dispensed. May this 
day be rendered memorable in the annals of the United Synagogue by your vieing 
with each other in noble emulation, as the princes of Israel did in the days of yore, 
in bringing your offerings before the Lord.

The usual Prayer for the Queen and Royal Family was then recited by the 
Rev. M. Haines. Afterwards Mr. F. M. Halford, the Hon. Sec., announced a 
number of donations to the Synagogue. A prayer, of which the following is a 
translation, was then offered up by the Rev. Mr. Haines: . 


May he who blessed our forefathers, Abraham, Isaac, and Jacob, bless the Wardens and Mem- 
bers of this Congregation, and all who have brought their offerings for the erection of this S¥na- 
gogue. May he bless them, their wives, their sons, their daughters, and all belonging to them. May 
he preserve them from distress and sorrow, may he prosper.the work of their hands, and vouchsafe 
unto them length of days in joy and happiness, Amen, . 


The beautiful Ode sung on the occasion of the Consecration of the Central 
Synagogue was then chanted, and the service was brought to a conclusion with 
the singing of the 150th Psalm. 

The choir was under the direction of Mr. J. 1, Mombach. The arrange- 
ments were well carried out by an cflicient body of stewards, under the able 
direction of Mr. Joseph de Castro. 

The total cost of the erection of the Synagogue, including the price of the 
site, was about £23,000. This sum has been in part provided by voluntary contri- 
butions, a grant of £4,000 was made from the Genera] Funds of the United Syna- 
gogue, and £4,000 was raised by debentures. The donations at the Consecration 
amounted to £1,400, ‘There is still a deficiency of about £2,000. The efforts of 
the Provisional Committee to haad over the Synagogue free from debt, were, 
unfortunately, not quite crowned with success. In the instance of the East 
London Synagogue, a deficiency of about £1,200 was liquidated a short time 
after the consecration by the generous contributions of a few friends of the 
movement, headed by a third munificent donation from the Messrs. Roths- 
child, and thus the Building Committee were enabled virtually to hand over the 
building to the United Synagogue entirely unencumbered with any debt. The 
Committee of the New West End Synagogue still hope, we understand, that they 
may be enabled to fullow a similar sati<factory course, 

Each visitor was presented with a cabinet-sized photograph of the interior. This 
was a reduced copy of a large photograph skilfully taken at the re juest of the Com- 
mittee by Mr. Lionel L. Alexander. The original negative (12 in. by 10 in.) was 
taken quite satisfactorily. considering the many difliculties to be encountered in 
taking interiors, but in reducing to cabinet size. for convenience in distribution, much 
of the clearness of outline and vigour of the original was lost. 

' Mr. H. Lazarus of Old Street was entrusted with the work of furnishing the 
retiring rooms, and he also supplied the two handsome Boards for the announcement 
of special occasions (such as New Moon, xc.) These are of early English design and 
are made of pitch pine, ebonized and gilt. 


The AHID (wedding canopy) for the Synagogue has been manufactured by 
Messrs. R. Abrahams and Sons, of 5, Lisle Street, Leicester Square. 


JEWISH MIDDLE-CLASS SCHOOL. 


Yesterday (Thursday) the Distribution of Prizes to the pupils of the Jewish Middle. 
Class School took place at the School, Red Lion Square ; Mr. F. D. MocaTTaA, Vice. 
President, in the chair. The annual examination of the pupils has recently been 
held in religious subjects by the Rev. A. Lowy and in secular subjects by Mr. C. T. 
King, B.A., of University College. From Mr, King’s report we extract the following : 
“The result has been highly satisfactory, the amount of work obtained quite 
astonishing, and the quality both as regards correctness and neatness exceedingly 
good.” The subjects of examination included History, Geography, Grammar, 
Arithmetic, Reading, Recitation, Writing, Spelling, Drawing, Composition, French, 
German, Latin and Algebra, After analysis of results, the examiner adds : “ Histo 
and Geography are especially deserving of commendation, and the knowledge of 
Arithmetic is very creditable. I have already mentioned my gratification with the 
neatness and care shown in the examination work, and other specimens of hand- 
writing given clearly show that this department receives the attention its import- 
ance deserves, Last, but not least, the reading is excellent, your school appears to 
be one of the few in which this subject is properly taught. On the whole, I con- 
sider the pupils have acquitted themselves in a most praiseworthy manner, and 
— Sn highest credit on their teachers, The neatness I have never seen 
excelled,” 

The Rev. A. Liwy, who recently examined the pupils in Hebrew and religious 
subjects, reported as follows: “The results of the examination, both in the boys’ and 
girls’ school, are highly satisfactory. I have occasion to commend the general 
correctness of the answers in the translations and in biblical history, as also in 
religious instruction. The girls having been required to write the history of Esther, 
excelled in style and in recording the salient facts,”

LupLow.—SapD DEATII OF A Jew.—Abraham Konig, a travelling Jewish mendi- 
cant, was on Monday night last found lying in the road on the bleak Clee Hill, not 
far from the Victoria Inn, insensible and apparently in a dying state. He was at 
once conveyed by Mr. William Hatton, butcher, to the house of his sister, the inn 


| above-named, where, on being warmed before the fire, and restoratives and nourish- 


ment administered, he revived and was kind!y put to bed, the warm-hearted hostess 
thinking that the poor fellow would be sufficiently recovered in the morning to 
resume his weary journey. This was, however. not to be the case, for at about 
nine o'clock he was so enfeebled and emaciated that it was deemed expedient to send 
for P.C. Middleton, there being no medical man resident on the hill, but just before 
that officer arrived the stranger had breathed his last. It appeared that he had 
walked from Cleobury Mortimer on Sunday, and at night he must have taken refuge 
in some outbuilding. The weather was intensely cold, and it is supposed that on 
issuing out in the morning he succumbed to the exposure, want of food, and what is 
still more likely, disease. Nothing was found upon him but two Jewish Bibles, and 
a printed passport or certificate, dated October, 1876, in German. P.C. Middleton 
telegraphed to the Synagogue, Birmingham, with regard to the burial of the deceased, 
who was apparently between 40 and 50 years of age. The inquest on view of the 
body was held. by the district coroner, Mr, H. T. Weyman, on Thursday, when the 
jury returned a verdict to the effect that death was attributable to natural causes, 
accelerated by cold and exposure, and want of food. The remains were subsequently 
interred in Doddington Churchyard, receiving the rites of Christian burial. 


JEWISH LITERATURE.—We are informed that the visit of the Rev. A. Liwy | 
to take part in the meeting of the Manchester Brauch of the Angic-Jewish 
Association (reported in another column), was also connected with the object of 
as.ertaining what chauces there were to obtain additional support for the 
promotion of Jewish Literature.

This subject has on several occasions been mentioned in our columns, and we 
are gratified to learn that further attention is being given to the realisation of 
this all-important proposal.
